"A RECORD TO BE PROUD OF" 


This month I am going to devote my 
column to blowing Phil-Mont'’s horn, 
even though most of my readers are 
Phil-Monters themselves. The subject 
is the attendance, interest, and the 
participation record of our member- 
ehip. Occasionally, in a group bull 
session, Phil-Monters can be heard 
discussing a fellow member who hasn't 
been seen or heard from in months, or 
in some cases, years. I would like 
to discuss some statistics as well as 
exveriences that show the brighter. 
side of this picture and reveal a rec- 
ord that I think should make us proud. 
Average attendance at 1957 regular 
meetings was 43 members; 27 attended 
over 75% of the meetings; 37 came 
out to over 50% of these meetings. I 
think this a fine record for a club 
of 100 members, and it. certainly does 
show YOUR interest in PMRC. Regarding 
Interest and Participation, I should 
like to point out that 47 members ac- an 
cepted appointments to committees wit 
out one single refusal; and with only ~ 
one exception, 15 chairmanship appoint- 
ments were willingly accepted. It is 
indeed _a pleasure to serve as president 
of such a group. In looking over last 
years attendance records, I found only 
34 who had been out to less than three 
meetings, and in studying this group 
as individuals, recognized that at 
least a third of these were active 
members, as far as activity on “the” 
frequency was concerned. This indica- 
ted that their absence from meetings 
must be due to reasons other than lack 
of interest. Based on this premise, I 
wrote to these particular members 8o- 
liciting their help on our "1958 BLURB 
I’ PROVEMENT PROJECT". Yes, this brings 
me to another participation record of 
which to be proud. 75% of these mem- 
bers responded to my solicitation, sev- 
eral to an extent over and above that 
requested. So you see, there are very 
few in PMRC who are not playing a part 
in one way or another. Believe me, \ 
have a record of which we can be prou._.

new encouregement this year and apparently their value to the military is being openly 
acknowledged. 

Amateur radio operators sre organized in redio clubs in the cities and towns. These 
in turn are effilliated with "societies" that cooperate with the military. 

Evidence of this is supplied by a recent Pravde report. It said 29 of the best “hans" 
of the Kiev, Lvov, Kherkov, Nikoleyov, Stalino and Semferopol Radio Clubs contended > 
for the championship of the Ukrainian Republic Public Society for Co-operation with the 
armed forces. 

The contest was a radio fox hunt, described ase "new and very interesting type of 
Amateur radio sport” which “hes only begun to develope in the Sowlet Union in 1957." 
Two ultre short wave radio etations, or foxes, were hidden near the villege of Bort- 
nicki, near Kiev, Pravda reported. They sent out signals every five minutes. The 
hunters hed to find them in the shortest possible time.

At the March Mid-Month considerable time was devoted to a discussion of a proposal 
made by W5VAN heving to do with the use of the film "Every Single Minute”. 


At that time Bill's ideas as to how to hendle the arrangements weren't completely 
firmed up, and probably the discussion which took place assisted him in reeching 
a definite conclusion as to the nature of the proposal that he would present to 
the club. It was agreed, however, that he would pass his conclusions on to John, 
WIAWH, who would translate them into ea formal agreement between the Club and Billts 
company . | | 

The Proposal (From Bill, W3VXN) : 

A. Bill's company, which is the SFH Synchrolite Corporation, would like 
to lease the film “Every Single Minute” for one year, with the option to renew. 

B. In return, PARC whuld receive $ 25 for each print sold. 

C. The film would be modified to delete the scene which is commonly referred 
to as the “Who's buying" scene. 

D. A new, more professional looking set of titles would be prepared, without 
any chenge in their wording or the verious credita now given. — 

E. Each member of Phil-Mont appearing in the film would have ‘to sign the 
usual stenderd type of release. 3 : — — 

Bill's company has prepared, and is about to release a film called 
“Basic Communication Practice". A brochure explaining this film has been prepared, 
As soon as the Federal Civil Defense Administration has approved it so teat local 
communities would be able to use matching funds from the Federal Government for 
its purchase, this brochure will be sent to a wide mailing list, presumably, princi- 
pally, state, county and municipal govermments' civil defense organizations. 

| Bill's company hes submitted “Every Singlc Minute" to FCDA for the same 
type of approval; end provided PMRC ond its members agree tu the proposal and FCDA 
approval is received for 1t, Bill's compeny will prepare a brochure and send bro- 
chure on both films to the whole mailing list at one time. He states that his 
company will not proceed farther with the proposal unless it can be done in one 
mailing. That is the reason a decision must be reached at the next meeting. (There 
is one exception to this, however; this would not be true if receipt of FCDA 
approval was unduly delayed.) However, Bill expects to receive FCDA approval any 
day. 

The above proposal will in no way effect the Club's present arrangement 
with Bill regerding obteining prints and renting them out as we are doing nov. --- 
It is expected that the film will probably sell for about $109 ---hence the club 
would get about $25 for each sale. Bill believes first year's sales might net the 
club about $509. :
